A HEW TELEPHONE. 


LoBdonTlmea, Feb. ii&lh. 


Them baa been recently eihibited to 


tbe French Academy a telephone with 
some noTcl feature*, tod Mid to give re- 
markably good effect*. It ii the inreo- 
linn of Mr. Gower, an American, lie 
uiici very strong magnets, made of the 
beit French steel known, and magnetic- 
ed by means of a largo electro-magnet, 
deriving its current from a powerful 
Gramme machine. The magnetic bar 
ii bent in a semicircle, with ita end or 
poles projecting inward, and having 
«Mh a email oblong piece of iron, on 
which ii mounted a coil of wire. 
These 


parts are inclosed in a shallow rylindri- 
oil brass case, the cover of which car- 
ries tbe vibrating membrane, (rallicr 
thicker than usual,) separated from il 
by an excessively thin chamber, and at- 
tached by meaua of a brass ring and 
screws, (which latter do not louch the 
membrane at any point). The old form 
or telephonic mouth-piece is abandoned, 
and a flciible acoustic tube, 
with 


nunth-p e-«, IB attached to the middle of 
the cover. Thus, one may speak Hitting 
it a table while the telephone is at- 
tached to the wall. Perhaps the most 
novel feature is the use of a telephone 
call, consisting of a small tube, bent at 
a right angle, and containing a vibrating 
reed; thii tube is fixed on one side of 
the membrane. 
On blowing into the 


acooitic tube this reed is vibrated, and, 
consequent!)-, also the membrane, which 
then moves in excursions largo enough 
to be frit with the finger. A corres- 
pondingly strong sound in produced in 
the receiving telephone through vibra- 
tion of its membrane, which sound may 
be perceived in u hall of any sue, and 
even (from its peculiar timbre) when 
other sound* are prencnt. The tube 
with a reed iu it docn not injure, but 
rather improves the distinctness of 
transmitted 
speech. Simple phrases 


spoken with a mud voice into the trans- 
mitter are heard as far as five or six 
metre* from the receiver,—a result 
never achieved before.
